VI. Theſe Abuſes are now become fo General, that the Buyers of Leather 
cannot Buy One Parcel in Ten but what is much Abuſed thereby, ſo that they 


are forced to Work it up into made Wares with theſe Defects, or elſe muſt 
{uſtain great Loſſes, 25 & , 
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
